1903, and listed SUBJECT'S Yrasloand anci her address as 1506 
Garza St. 


The City Directory of the year 1963 reveals that SUB- 
JECT, under the given name of ATJ.TB, and her husband MARION 
E. HUDGINS are still residing at 1506 Garza.
